An advocate of neither the public nor the utilities, the Commission is required by state statute to make 
decisions that balance the interests of all parties to ensure the utilities provide safe and reliable service at just and reasonable rates.  
 
The Commission also serves as a resource to the legislature, executive branch, state agencies, and the public by providing information 
regarding Indiana’s utilities and the regulatory process.
